persistent enhancement of reception from the south. Several of the most powerful 
high band TAts (e.c., BBC-1214, NDR-1586) were noted with weak signals on the 
morning of the 3lst of March in Massachusetts and Fennsvlvania. We have alreadv 
received a substantial body of informetion describing conditions on March 24th 
per our front pege plea. We are still studying and orocessing this data; we are 
holding off running it for another week so that we mav present it all torether. 


It is now becoming obvious that the auroral/geomagnetic storm of March 24th 
Was quite unusual and is of creat interest to us in our scientific study of 
the relationship between MW DX reception and the "auroral" vrocess. While the 
the peak value of 97 is not esnecially remarkeble for a severe storm, the 

fact that this event was both preceeded and followed by relative auiet 7S 

of great interest. WE NEED YOUR ORSERVATIONS ON CONDITIONS for the period 
beginning Mareh 23rd! Jn particular we need to know both details on unusual 
receptions and unusual absences on the band. PLEASE iet us know what vou 

did and didn't hear on that MM: we're also interested in vour observations 

as to the dates that conditions began to return to "normal" following the 
storm of the 24th. The thine we're most interested in is the behavior of 
stations to the SOUTH of your location: which of the regulars were missing 

on the 24th, which unusual stations were noted that aren't usually heard, 

and the date when vou becan to experience "normal" reception from the South 
{as compared to receptions the week prior to the 24th, for example). 


Geomacnetic/auroral activity as measured by the Fredericksburg A index dropped 
back to a relatively low level following the disturbance of the 24th; what we 
have-bean experiencing since then Jn the way of “auroral conditions" appears 
to ba strictly the aftermath of that one storm event. We lack sufficient 
information at this time to be able to predict just when we will eeain have 
good high latitude reception; help us help you by supplying us with data.

RADIO VLTAVA IDXD Special Feature 


- From a Czech MW Dx'er 


[During and following the invasion of Czechoslovakia by Warsaw Pact armies last 
fall the most powerful and often quoted "quasiclandestine" station was Radio 
Viatava, operated by the invasion forces. The following account of this station 
comas from an active BCB DX'er in that unfortunate country and is the first such 
account to reach us, We are withholding the name of the DX'er and source of this 
information for obvious reasons, Ed] 


Vitava is a Bohemian river, known to most of vou possibly under the German i 
name 'Moldav', Vitava has the same meaning to Czechs as Rhine to the Germans, Jt 
is celebrated in many sones, folk tales and stories closely tied with the ancient. 
history. The famous composer Fredrich Smetana compiled a symphonic poem 'Vitava! as 
a first part of his sextuplicate symphonic cycle. 


The first initial bars of his poem sounded as an interval signal in the air 
introducing a new radiostation in the night towards August 21, 1968 whan the troops 
of USSR, Poland, Hungary, DDR and Bulgaria entered our territory. At first this 
station only played music interrupted by announcements: "The patriotic group of 
members of CSSR | Czechoslovak Soviet Socialist Republic ~ Ed] Central Committee of 
the Communist Party, CSSR Government and CSSR Parliament has just asked the Warsaw 
Treaty Allied Forces to enter our republic in order to defense (sic) the social. 
ismus (sic). Stay by your receivers and inform your neighbors!" Then followed a 
short TaSs (Official Russian News Agency - Ed] Agency newscast about the situation. 
The new radiostation was evidently Dresden 1043 | Rast Germany - Ed] using the 1430 
channel with an omidirectional antenna. Dresden charnel became silent. 


Being jammed [presumably by the remarkably well-prepared Czechs - Ed| Vitava i 
searched a new frequency and tried 1043 on August 24, but back on 1430 the next day. 
The 1043 was occupied by a reserve transmitter in Dresden with weaker power. Radio 
Vitava was not the only transmitter of this kind. Cther transmitters were ‘Working 
Voice of Republict on 1178 kHz and later 1061 broadcasting from the USSR Embassy in 
Prague, Radio Druzba (= friendship) near Bratislava and finally Radio Zare (= flame} 
on 1250-51 kHz bringing the most clever proparanda. Radio Zare used a very strong 
transmitter south-southwest of Prague probably of USSR production. After Zare 
ceased its programming it became the USSR Armed Forces Radio Station in 
Czechoslovakia and relayed mostly Mayak [one of the regular Russian networks - Ed] 
programming between 0700-1100 and 1700-2100 [Central European Time - Bd!. Announeed 
frequency was 1250, but in reality 1247 kHz, 


Radio Vitava became 'famous!' for its announcers speaking ugly Czech and Slovak. ! 
The text was grammatically perfect, brit the pronounciation! Now they have replaced 
Hany announcers and now they are relatively endurable. Radio Vitava must have F 
direct connection (VHF7) with Prague as informations came very rapidly in the tough “ 
days. The news are broadcast every full hour, Although speaking both Czech and 
Slovak Radio Vitava was inaudibie in Slovakia, especially in the Central and 
Eastern parts. Using still the onmidireactional antenna it was perfectly heard in 
N and W Bohemia, Prague and Central territories. In other parts of Bohemia and 7 
Moravia it was audible in the mornings and evenines. Radio Kopenhaven disturbed 
from about 1500 CET and was very strong in the evenings. In Slovakia during the 
evenings this frequency was covered by a USSR station relaying Moscow SW in 
Hungarian, Rumanian and other languages. This new station is located in Western 
Ukraina or Moldavia [based on rough DF from Czschoslovakia - fdl. 


Radio Vitava never announced officially by whom it is operated, but it is 
understood that either Radio Berlin International or Allied Foreces Headquarter 
[The other side's "allies", that is! Ed] is behind the curtains. In the second helf 
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of February 69 Dresden tranmeitter returned to its normal use on 1043 replacing the 
wesker reserve transmitter, The role of Vitava was granted through one of the 
stations of Radio Barlin International using @ directional antenna on 1430 kHz with 
a batter reception in Czechoslovakia, A fortnight later the name Vitava was dropped 
and the station now announces "Radio Berlin International", 


The change of the official name of the transmitter has had several 
consequences: 


1. The interval signal has changed te the old German communist [his lower case, 
hi. Ed] song "Bruder, zur Sonne, sur Fretheit." 

2. The selection of music must be in coincidence with international agreements 
of the rights of using the records in radio programming. Now must observe 
international copyright? Ed | ;

*SOUTH AFRICA, SABC!s NEW EARLY SIGNON is great news for North American Dxters: 
English Service on 566, 1034, 1115, and 1313 is now coming on at 2100 (2200 on 
Sundays}; the Afrikaans Service cutlets on 593, 827, 863, and 1043 are now also 
coming on at 2200, Look for weak carriers on these channels from 2200 past 2330 
all summer but beware of mistaking the last fleeting traces of fading TA's for 
SABC! (Ed) 


“COOK ISLANDS, ZEIZA on 600 is now signing off at 0330, Richard Wood. (WRB) 


*INDIA, AIR's new Commercial Service began operation on 4/1 according to a 
broadcast from New Delhi. (Bd) 


*GREAT BRITAIN, The BRC regional services will be closed in the near future 
according to a recent speach by Lord Hill, BBC Chairman. Radio 3 will be 
incorporated into Radio 4 and Radio 2 will be merged with Radio 1. (ARC) 


*ANGUILLA, & number of us heve been watching the news out of this little island 
for mentions of the station first described in DX News about 6 waeks ago; the only 
item that might have any bearing on the Bank of America's 1500 ke installation 
was spotted by our good friend Don Jensen. The Washington Post carried a story,
